There seems to be little reason to doubt 
that the disaster on the Hudson River 
is attnbutable to the economic system in- 
troduced by Commodore VANDERBILT. 
Nothing appears in all the evidence brought 
out by the coroner’s inquest to contradict 
the opinion which we expressed immedi- 
ately after the accident; and the Chicago 
Tribune tells us that under the Presidency ot 
SAMUEL SLOAN “roadmen” were stationed 
within average distances of a mile from 
each other along the whole line of the road, 
expressly to keep the most pertect watch 
of the track, and see that no train passed 
them@unless the track was in order. The 
Tribune goes on to explain that, as the 
tigna} stations from one to another of these 
were in sight, or nearly so, the signal ot 
danger or injury to the track could in a few 
minutes be transmitted as many miles 
elther way. It required but three hundred 
men, relief included, to maintain this sys- 
tem of perfect watchtulness over the whole 
Jine ot the track; but the result was that 
during nearly, if not quite, the whole pe- 
riod of Stoan’s Presidency the Hudson 
River road advertised on all its bills that i; 
had never caused the death of a passenger. 
Among the economies introduced by VAX. 
DERBILT was the removal of a great portion 
ot these men—enough to break up the sys- 
tem and herein lies the milk in the cocoa- 
nut. Most certamly every sufferer by the 
disaster should be able to obtain damages. 
Perhaps thé enforced payment of four or 
five millions of dollars will reform the 
Vanderbilt system. Nothing else will, we 
feel assured. 

‘Money Figures. 

There are about one hundred and twen- 
ty-five foreign lile, fire and marine insu- 
rance confpamies located in this city alone. 
Among the large insurance companies is 
the Connecticut Mutual Life, which takes 
trom the State nearly $400,000 a year in 
premiums; next comes the Mutual Life ot 
New York, with probably $350,000 per 
year in premiums; next the Equitable Lite 
ot New York, estimated at about $150,000; 
and we are informed that all of she foreign 
companies combined doing b in 
Kentucky rective in premiums annually 
nearly $3,000,000. Some are foolish enough 
to ask why they do aot invest their earn- 
ings here where they make it? We answer 
because our law will not permit borrowers 
to pay more than 6 per cent., and legisla- 
tors are so learned on this matter that they 
have discovered the people have not sense 
enough to makg their own contracts and 
pay what they please. So these companies 
send their money to Musouri, [llinow, In- 
diana and Ohio, where they are permitted 
to charge 9 and 10 per cent. 

The Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance 
Company now have invested in Chicago 
some $4,000,000, and in St. Louis about 
$2,500,000; and they are ready to invest 
$2,000,000 in this city and State within 
sixty days aiter a proper law is passed, at 
a much less rate of interest than our mer- 
chants and business men are now com- 
pelled to pay. 

The Mutual Life Insurance Company of 


also invest here some $2,000,000 or $3,000,- 
000 and the Equitable Insurance Company 
of New York are ready to loan our mer- 
cbants and busmess men $800,000 to 
$1,000,000. All ot the other foreign com- 
panies doing business here would be com. 
pelled to do likewise or lose considerable 
business,and perhaps close their offices. 

We hear people say if this be true of 
insurance companies, why don’t the people 
ignore everything foreign and patronize 
only home companies? Every word ot it 
is true. 
utter impossibility to get sufficient home 
companies to do our business; and sec- 
ondly, people go where they can get the 
most security for the smallest amount of 
money. We can prevent the evil but 
one way, and that would be for the general 
good ot all. A repeal of our usury laws is 
earnestly desired by every intelligent pro- 
gressive person in the State. This will not 
only keep here the millions that are sent 
away every year, but will be the means of 
bringing millions more that are now kept 
away irom here on account of the law as it 
now stands. 

What is the condition of our money 
market at ihis time? With the contempti- 
ble 6 per cent. interest law existing, our 
merchants are pressed, and the banks never 
have an abundance, and during certain 
seasons people are compelled to pay fabu- 
lous prices, never less than 12 per cent., 
frequently 18, 20 and even 30 per cent., and 
they hardly have time to turn around and 
invest it before it is due, and woe be unto 
them if the banks will not renew it for 30 
or 60 days longer, and perhaps at the end 
of that time there is no market, except at 
a sacrifice, for their merchandise, and in 
order to meet this 60-day bill they must 
sell at a loss. These rates are enough to 
ruin any country, and yet our merchants 
frequently consider thengelves fortunate 
to get money at any price. This is the 
result of a 6 per cent. interest law where 


millions to Other States where it commands 
that rate without any law to interfere. 

In Massachusetts they have no restric- 
tions whatever on money; the people are 
permitted to do as they please. 
What is the result? Money can 
be had at a less rate of interest than 
in any State in the Union, frequently is a 
drug in the market at three and four per 
cent.,and 1s considered extremely high 
when it commands seven per cent, In 
Missouri the legal rate is ten per cent., and 
borrowers never find it difficult to get all 
they want at eight and nine per cent. In 
Indiana the law is the same, with money 
plenty for legitimate purposes. In Illinois 
the legal rate is the same, with like results. 
In Ohio eight per cent. is allowed to be 
charged. This law was passed by the 
Legislature last winter, and has afforded 
such good benefits that efforts will be made 
this winter to have restrictions ot every 
kind abolished.

Indiana Building Stone. 


The following account of the rock ot the 
Decatur county quarries, from the State geol- 
Ogist’s account of a recent visit to that sec- 
tion, will be of in t: 

The building stone at the above quarries 
is a bluish gray, fine-grained limestone, that 
may be uarmed in slabs of any required 
length and breadth, g in thickness from 
two inches to thirty. The bedding fece of 
the well-defined and easily separated layers is 
—_ rough, belog covered with irr 
shaped shallow indenta produced by 
some dis turduig force while lying at the bot- 
tom of the ocean in the condition of fine 
mud. It makesa handsome building stone, 
is very hard, at d in all situations is one of 
the most durable rocks to be found in the 
country. A number of fine churches have 
been built (or are bufding) ot this stone in 
Indianapolis. They present a handsome ap- 
pearance and wil! endure for Ide stoue 
for the new court-house in this city is ob- 
tained from these quarries. Flagging stone 
from Flat Rock is extensively used here for 
pavements, acd On our most busy streets, 
where it has long been in use, the stone gives 
evider ee uf its good quality to resist abrading 
forces. 

“The building stone is said to be found for 
fifteen miles along Flat Rock creek. The 
quarries range from ten to fifteen feet in depth, 
of good building and flag stone, and this is 
overlaid by from six to thirteen feet of chert, 
and ten to fliteen feet of bufl. colored mague- 
stan rock used for makiog. lime. The chert, 
or flint, bed is in some places absent, and its 
positiou ovcupied either by the flag stones or 
the megnesian lime stone. All these rocks 
belong to the Niagara epoch of the upper 
tilanan period, and in some places are rich 
in rare ard beautiful fossils.”
